THE  PSYCHOLOGY  OF  COMMUNISM

Most  Americans  have  some  knowledge 
of  the  definition  of  child  psychology,  army 
psychology,  psychology  of  love,  sales  and 
advertising  psychology’  etc.  Since  the  psy¬ 
chology  of  Communism  is  so  little  known, 
we  devote  this  article  to  that  subject.  Those 
who  wish  to  inflict  a  Red  regime  upon  the 
world  promise  the  masses  of  people  that 
more  liberty  and  more  equality  will  be  had 
by  the  people  when  the  government  owns 
all  property  including  private  property. 
When  all  open  and  visible  religion  is  sup¬ 
pressed  and  when  the  peoples  lives  are  gov¬ 
erned  and  regulated  hy  centrally  directed 
government  politicians  the  Red  Commun¬ 
istic  regime  is  really  misnamed,  because 
the  word  Communism  means  community 
life  such  as  lived  by  the  Eskimos,  the  Af¬ 
rican  tribes,  the  primitive  Indian  tribes  and 
others.  Government  Super-Capitalism  is 
a  name  for  it.  Throughout  history  people 
have  accepted  orators  words  or  empty  prom¬ 
ises  for  fulfilled  deeds.  For  example,  over 
eighteen  hundred  years  ago  there  are  in¬ 
stances  named  in  the  bible  where  the  people 
were  warned  against  being  deceived  by  those 
who  promise  freedom  and  liberty  but  who 
are  themselves  the  servants  of  corruption. 
This  is  to  he,  found  in  2nd  Peter,  2nd  Chap¬ 
ter,  the  18  to  21  verse,  either  in  the  King 
James  or  the  Douay  Catholic  bible.  While 
these  schemes  are  very  old  the  modern 
mechanisms  and  stream-lined  psychological 
schemes  will  certainly  deliver  us  Into  a 
worse  slavery  than  was  inflicted  upon  peo¬ 
ple  in  ancient  times.  Therefore,  it  is  not 
strange  to  see  people  today  accepting  and 
practicing  false  ideas  and  unworkable 
theories  today.  Countless  numbers  of  un¬ 
workable  theories  and  unpractical  ideas  are 
in  our  patent  offices  at  Washington,  D.  C.

UNSYMPATHETIC  RECEPTION 

LONG  BRANCH. — It  was  almost  a  case 
of  more  police  and  hecklers  on  hand  than 
Communists  last  Thursday  night,  June  27, 
when  the  state  Communist  party  committee 
opened  its  campaign  in  Monmouth  and 
l.arry  Mahon,  Newark,  Communist  candi¬ 
date  for  Governor,  spoke  at  Chelsea  and 
Morris  avenue. 

With  police  in  evidence  on  all  sides  await¬ 
ing  possible  disorder,  Mahon  spoke  for  more 
than  half  an  hour,  but  few  heard  his  full 
speech.

Perched  on  a  stepladder-like  platform, 
Mahon  wore  a  NAVY  UNIFORM  MINUS

his  audience.  He  outlined  the  Communist 
platform  which  included  the  plea  for  jobs 
for  veterans  and 'told  the  group  present 
that  he  “too,  wants  a  job." 

This  brought  out  more  cat-calls  and 
shouts  and  Mahon  then  turned  to  blasting 
the  construction  of  the  Monmouth  Park 
race  track  during  the  period  of  lumber  short¬ 
ages. 

Apparently  here,  too,  he  hit  his  audience 
in  a  wrong  vein,  for  more  hoots  from  the 
crowd  ana  honking  of  automobile  horns 
followed. 

Finally,  as  darkness  neared,  Mahon  step¬ 
ped  down  to  be  surrounded  by  the  group 
and  loud  discussions  started. 

A  police  squad  was  on  hand  to  prevent 
disorder  with  Police  Chief  Thomas  J.  Marks 
in  charge  of  the  group  and  Detective  Capt.

care.”  Too  many  people  are  found  who 
will  sell  their  nation,  race,  and  religion  down 
the  river  for  their  own  personal  gain.  People 
act  according  to  sentiment,  prejudice  and 
passion,  rather  than  by  intellect  and  reason. 
Thus,  disloyalty  and  gullibieness  on  the 
part  of  many,  make  the  task  of  the  Com¬ 
munist  conspirators  easier.  It  must  be  kept 
in  mind  that  most  American  Communists 
arc  well  meaning  and  believe  that  evil 
action  such  as  the  killing  of  certain  gov¬ 
ernment  officials,  church  leaders  and  certain 
wealthy  individuals,  is  an  evil  which  must 
be  done  so  as  to,  theoretically,  gain  a  good 
final  result. 

We  say  certain  wealthy  individuals  only 
arc  killed  by  Communists,  because  other 
wealthy  international  minded  persons  ac¬ 
tually  finance  Communism.  II  is  a  fact 
that  without  this  financial  aid,  Communism 
could  not  be  successfully  inflicted  upon  the 
people.  Great  psychological  leverage  is 
gained  when  Communists  use  the  "opinion” 
and  "need”  scheme.  Control  the  opinion 
and  create  the  scarcity  or  need  of  vital 
commodities  and  it  is  possible  to  overthrow 
existing  social  systems.  For  example,  this 
was  done  in  Russia  in  1905,  when  conspir¬ 
ators  flooded  the  Russian  prisoner  soldiers 
and  their  officer  with  tons  of  Red  liter¬ 
ature  while  lliey  were  Japanese  prisoners. 
At  home  in  Russia  they  caused  strikes, 
bought  up  and  hoarded  vital  commodities 
and  told  the  people  that  the  capitalists,  the 
Czar  and  church  leaders  were  to  blame.  It 
is  no  surprise  ihen  (hat  thousands  gave 
active  violent  opposition  to  the  trouble 
weary  government  officials.  Let  us  hope 
that  thinking  loyal  Americans  will  rise  up 
againsl  this  menace  in  America.

about.  To  cause  confusion  and  sabotage 
our  government,  hence,  we  are  not  con¬ 
vinced  by  the  vast  program  of  propaganda 
to  perpetuate  themselves.

It  is  a  joke  in  South  America,  but  the  Reds 
love  it  in  parts  of  Europe. 

Mr.  President,  as  we  listened  to  your 
efforts  to  discredit  Congress  in  connection 
with  O.P.A.  we  were  thinking  of  the  con¬ 
tinual  efforts  of  the  Communist  front  papers 
and  commentators  during  the  last  twelve 
years  to  smear  Congress.  We  were  think¬ 
ing  of  Congressmen  and  Senators,  true 
Americans  smeared  out  of  Congress  by 
Sidney  Hillman's  Red  crowd.  Which  nat¬ 
urally  brings  us  around  to  wondering  if 
the  same  person  is  still  advising  you  on 
your  speeches  and  important  moves.  _ 

We  understand  that  David  Nilas,  now 
Niles,  is  still  on  the  job  in  the  White  House 
all  these  years.  May  we  suggest  you  look 
Mr.  Nilas’  up  in  Mass,  and  learn  if  he  has 
been  writing  for  Communist  papers  before 
coming  down  to  the  White  House.  Pardon 
us  for  asking  Mr.  President,  but  who  do 
vou  think  Mr.  Nilas  reports  White  House 
activities  to?  If  you  are  interested  in  saving 
other  agencies  we  suggest  you  have  the 
F.B.I.  look  up  some  of  the  key  men  in  de¬ 
partments  —  men  who  were  recommended 
by  Mr.  Frankfurter.  Also,  investigate  em¬ 
ployees  hired  in  these  departments  by  these 
Frankfurter  Harvard  students. 

Then  you  will  be  calling  a  spade  a  spade. 
But  you  will  have  to  face  it,  sooner  or  later. 

And  another  thing,  many  people  would 
like  to  know  how  many  are  on  the  govern¬ 
ment  payroll,  who  are  not  even  citizens, 
while  many  of  our  Veterans  look  for  jobs. 


U.  S.  A.  AND  CANADA 
TRUMAN  AND  MACKENZIE  KING 


In  doing  some  things,  Jhe  United  States 
no  doubt  excels  Canada,  but,  when  it  comes 
to  looking  after  the  safety  of  the  govern¬ 
ment,  Canada  is  up  on  their  toes  and  we 
are  asleep  or  afraid  and  trembling. 

Last  winter  when  Canada  uncovered  the 
Russian  spies  in  their  efforts  to  steal  the 
Atomic  Bomb  secrets,  MacKenzie  King  also 
gave  President  Truman  a  list  of  Russian 
Firsters  who  were  in  our  government  work¬ 
ing  to  undermine  us  on  the  Bomb  secret; 
Canada  jailed  the  Russian  spies  and  sen¬ 
tenced  one  of  the  members  of  Parliment, 
Mr.  Rose,  six  years  in  prison  for  giving 
secrets  to  Russia. 

What  did  we  do  here  in  Washington? 
Did  we  arrest  anyone?  Did  we  sentence 
anyone?  Did  we  even  discharge  one? 
NO,  these  agents  of  Stalin  are  right  on  the 
job.  Keeping  the  Kremlin  informed.  Sup¬ 
pose  President  Truman  did  not  dare  throw 
them  out.

REVOLUTION

"1  attended  meetings  of  the  constituent 
assembly  after  Kerensky  had  disappeared. 
The  bolshevists  were  a  tiny  minority.  Did 
they  mind  ?  Not  at  all.  ;  Lenin  waved  his 
hand  to  his  secretary  inJ  the  balcony  and 
smiled  — it  was  to  show  how  little  his  mind 
was  upon  the  tragic  struggle  for  Russian 
freedom. 

Then  he  came  no  more.  No  bolshevik 
appeared.  The  representatives  of  the  Rus¬ 
sian  people  —  like  our  Congress  —  they 
sat  and  waited.  One  moment  we  heard  a 
rumor  that  Lenin’s  dinner  was  prolonged. 
At  another  moment,  we  heard  he  was  in  the 
building  —  the  Duma,  I  think  it  was. 

Men  stood  in  groups  and  spoke  to  one 
another.  Not  a  person  smiled.  Then  there 
were  prolonged  silences. 

Finally,  the  president  of  the  constituent 
assembly  arose  to  speak  his  mind  on  behalf 
of  the  representatives  of  the  people.  The 
assembly  hall  filled  with  troops.  One  ap¬ 
proached  the  dais. 

"Comrade,  you  have  spoken  enough,” 
the  soldier  said.  “Go  home!” 

The  representatives  of  the  people  were 
Filled  with  consternation.  Strong  men  wept. 
1  remember  my  own  emotions — my  anguish 
iq  the  presence  of  futility.  Chemoff  tried 
to  be  heroic.  The  soldier  stopped  him. 
Workers  were  already  marching  in  the 
streets. 

The  representatives  of  the  people  were 
dispersed.  A  tiny  minority  had  conquered 
Russia  by  organized  minority  pressure. 
They  had  seized  the  means  of  production 
and  distribution.  First,  they  destroyed  hum¬ 
an  rights.  It  was  the  end  of  Russia’s  chance 
for  freedom. 

What  were  intelligent,  educated  people 
doing?  At  that  moment  each  man  was  for 
himself.  Some  were  seeking  to  get  in  under 
the  tape.  They  would  assist  the  bolsheviks; 
maybe  the  bolsheviks  would  let  them  live. 
Some  tried  one  compromise,  others  another. 

Some  were  speculating  in  their  country's 
misfortunes.  They  were  gambling  on  mon¬ 
ey  exchange;  gambling  with  bonds  and 


stocks;  holding  on  to  raw  materials  for 
higher  prices.  Everywhere  prices  were  ris¬ 
ing  and  the  value  of  the  ruble  was  constant¬ 
ly  declining. 

Not  a  constructive  word  came  from  these 
people,  or  idea.  Only  such  news  and  views 

as  the  union  wanted  could  be  printed. _ 

But  the  great  mass  of  Russia's  intelligcnsia 
its  economic  and  middle  class,  were  in¬ 
capable  of.  defense. 

In  the  end,  all  the  speculators  in  their 
country’s  misfortune  had  nothing.  Their 
property,  their  human  rights,  even  their 
lives,  were  taken  from  them.  I  met  many 
of  their  wives  and  daughters  later  in  Har¬ 
bin,  Peking  and  Shanghai,  where  they  were 
forced  to  earn  their  living  by  prostitution. 

Those  days  of  Russia  compare  to  this 
country  now — the  seizure  pf  property,  the 
compromises  that  are  being  made. 

Revolutions  are  successful  when  an  or¬ 
ganized  minority  discovers  that  the  majority 
is  split,  is  confused,  is  without  vigilance. 
Then  it  is  revolutionary  tactics  to  confound 
and  confuse  the  majority  by  side  issues,  by 
speeches  on  humane  subjects,  by  beating 
the -drum  of  progress  and, liberalism.  They 
play  upon  distress;  they  create  emergen¬ 
cies.”

They  can  face  you  then,  for  they  will 
truly  be  your  master.  Now  from  their  po¬ 
sitions  of  dignify  and  power  in  our  high 
courts  and  big  business  houses  they  prefer 
to  remain  so  as  to  receive  your  votes  and 
your  commercial  trade  until  the  D'  day  of 
Communism  in  the  United  States. 

All  the  people  in  Russia  under  30  years 
of  age  have  been  raised  without  God.  A 
population  of  190  million  in  Russia.  Think 
this  over. 

Fifteen  million  Russians  are  now  in  con¬ 
centration  camps  in  Russia,  and  this  does 
not  include  at  least  eleven  million  Europeans 
they  have  taken  as  slaves  the  last  year 
from  all  over  Europe.

If  we  are  too  busy  —  lazy,  stingy  and 
afraid — to  put  up  a  solid  front  to  save  our 
homes,  our  liberty,  our  religion,  and  our 
children,  we  have  little  right  to  expect  help 
from  God. 

Millions  of  Christians  have  been  raped 
and  murdered  by  the  Red  soldiers  who  were 
raised  to  detest  God.  Prayer  is  good,  but 
it  is  not  enough.  It  takes  militant,  fearless 
Americans  with  their  sleeves  rolled  up.
